It looks as if Belo.it -was afraid that 


• it was a going to give something for 
nothing if it granted a franchise foi 
an electric road. 
Also that they fear 


that they will not get tne whole pie 
but that some other city may get 
a slice. 
The Beloit News of yester- 


day said: 


"It is agreed that if Beloit is to give 


a valuable franchise Beloit must ben- 
efit and Beloit must name the condi- 
tions.. 
These conditions are primari- 


ly, a local line to serve the people 
and a line, to Delavan lake which lat- 
ter is to be constructed as soon as 
any other interurban line is built. . 


"Nine merchants out of ten want an 


interurban line, but we want it made 
an imperative clause in the franchise 
that the line to Delavan lake be built 
simultaneously with the others and 
that it be built from Beloit and not 
from Janesville, for the people in the 
latter city are figuring on a nice little 
scheme to.pay the forfeit of the pro- 
moters and then shoot an .eastern line 
from their own town. 
The bad effect 


to Beloit of such a move is apparent 
to the least thinking person." 


Shows a SmaH Spirit. 


The above paragraphs show 
the 


spirit that prevails in Beloit when 
they are brought into competition with 
neighboring towns. . They act.as if 


• they were going to lose all of their 


factories if 'an interurban line was 
built. 


• As.far as 
Janesvihe 
having a 


scheme on foot to wait until a fran- 
chise was granted the Beloit, Delavan 
Lake and Janesville road and" then 
pay the forfeit of the promoters; and 
briild the Delavan.•line,- direct from 
this city instead of from,Beloit as is 
now. planned was never thought of. 
Janesville is satisfied to have the line 
run into the city and are confident 
that they will-receive enough'bene- 
fit from it to pay them for any con- 
cessions they may have to grant to 
the promoters. 


The people of Janesville feel that 


this will not be the end of the line 
•and that in time Milton Junction, Ed- 
gerton, Stoughton and Madison will be 
made a part of the system which will 
tie of as much benefit to the city as a 
system of steam railroads. 


They are not afraid to have their 


city brought into competition with 
other towns by an electric railroad. 


Meeting Held Last Night. 


The common council of Beloit held 


a. meeting last evening which was 
largely attended by the business .men 
of the city. 
It was hoped by the 


people interesed in the move that 
the matter would be settled, at this 
meeting. 
Evidently the 
judiciary 


committee did not have back bone 
enough to make their recommenda- 
tions and let the matter go, and ask- 
ed for more time which was granted. 


A resolution was presented 
and 


granted to the effect that after the 
council had agreed upon a franchise 
that it be submitted to a vote of the 
people. 
As this will hardly bo ready 


for the spring election, a special elec- 
tion will have to be called to settle 
the qutstion. 


The meeting of the council last eve- 


ning was a warm one from start to 
finish. 
Addresses wore made by A. 


N. Bort, ex-Mayor E.G. Smith, George 
H. Cram, James Croft, C. B. Salmon 
and others. 


James Croft representing the Chi- 


cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
way in Beloit, stated that the only 
road, urban or interurban, that would 
satisfy Beloit was one that rook in 
every factory, school, cemetery, de- 
pot, store and church in the city. 


His address savored 
largely of 


steam roads and makes it look, as if 
a strong fight was .being put up on 
the quiet by the steam railroads to 
kill the enterprise. 


Road Would Kill Beloit. 


C. B. Salmon, who has lately been 


trying to ride Beloit with his water 
plant took part in the speech making. 
He was opposed to 
electric 
roads 


either urban or interurban. 
He has 


a good thins in bis waterworks plant 
and wants the city to grant no more 
franchises of any kind. • He claimed 
the road would kill Berbit, the people 
would all go to Janesville and Rock- 
ford, the factories would all be clos- 
ed and then under those conditions 
his water plant would be no good. 


In reply to such a statement the pro- 


moters of the road say: 


"If we thought that our road would 


bring ruin upon a town we don't care 
to build into that town. 
We are not 


"building roads for a pastime and cer- 
tainly would not build into a town 


that would make us bankrupt and lose 
our money." 


Stated by T. S. Nolan. 


The interests of the Delavan Lake 


Beloit and Janesville road were ad- 
vanced by Mr. Clough and T. S. No- 
lan and what they proposed to do 
clearly stated to the council. TJndei 
the present plans of the company Be- 
loit gets every thing in return for hei 
franchise. 
She is the center from 


which all of the lines radiate and wil 
also have the power plant which wil 
cost nearly $150,000. 


Mr. Frawley for the Rock River rail 


way company asked for an urban fran 
chise and almost agreed to run cars to 
every house in the city. 
In fact he 


promised more than he could perform 
and'his plans might involve Beloit in 
an injunction 
proceeding 
which 


would effectually put a stop to any 
electric line 
within her 
limits 


.W. E. Davis, representing H. New 


comb 
and the 'Savings and Trust 


company of Cleveland, O., addressee 
the council and said that the Beloit, 
Delavan Lake and Janesville road hat 
plenty of backing to carry out all 
its plans. 
Davis represents capita" 


of more than $5,000,000 and is largely 
interested in the interurban lines of 
Indiana and Oh,io. 
He has been ovei 


the proposed Ines of the road repres 
ented by Mr. Clough, and will also go 
over the proposed route to Beloit and 
other places. 
It is thought by those 


who claim to know that the line will 
be built between some of the proposed 
points this summer whether Beloit 
grants- a franchise or not.

by Means of a Uunshot Wound

AVill.E. Howard, who shot himself 


with suicidal intent yesterday morn- 
ing, died at 
his

La- 


Prarie yesterday afternoon about 3 
o'clock. 


A coroner's jury composed .'of R.; 


K. Overtoil, Andrew 
Scott;. 
John 


Wright, W. T. Sherman, I. S. Van Gal- 
der and E. K. Fitch under charge of 
Justice Jesse Earle was .summoned 
and an inquest held last evening. ; 


After listening to the testimony 


of Miss Ann Morton, W. A: Read, Wal- 
lace Cochrane and Dr.-James M Mills,1 
the jury rendered the following ver- 
dict: 


"That he came to his death on the 


7th day of March, 1901, at his home 
in the town of La Prairie, by means 
of a gunshot wound fired from a re- 
volver in his own hand." 


Nothing new was developed at the 


inquest. 
His mother-in-law, Mrs. 


Ann Morton told of finding the body 
in the barn after Mrs. Howard had 
made an unsuccessful search for her 
husband and of going to W. A. Read's 
farm for help. 


Mr.Read told about where the body 


was when he arrived at the shed and 
about finding the revolver under his 
right arm. 


Under Sheriff Cochrane testified as 


to the condition of things at the farm 
when he arrived and that he picked up j 
a box of cartridges, a revolver with 
three empty chambers and two load- 
ed ones in it. 
He identified the re- 


volver, cartridges and notebook as 
the one picked up by him. 


Dr. James Mills was the Inst wit- 


ness. 
He testified -.0 the 'condition 


in which he found Howard when he ar- 
rived. 
He was unconscious, breath- 


ing heavily and bleeamg badly. 
He! 


found that only one of the three bul-; 
lets had penetrated the skull and that 
was the one above the right ear. 
Powder marks were plainly seen and 
showed that the gun had been held 
close to the head. 


The letter he left behind is as much, 


of a mystery to bis family as to out-1 
siclers as there had been no trouble j 
to cause him to do anythng of this 
kind and why be should take his life 
cannot be explained by bis family. 


H-e leaves a wife and two c-Lildren 


to mourn his death and they haVe the 
sympathy of the entire community in 
this their hour of trouble.
